Warrant for Town Meeting of 1912. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 
[SEAL] 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro, qualified to vote in 


Town Affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, and Liquor Prosecuting Agent for the 
ensuing year, and one Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 

. ARTICLE 2. To choose or provide for the choice or appointment of 
all other necessary Town Officers. 

ARTICLE 38. To choose two delegates to a convention to revise the 
Constitution of this State, to be holden at the Capitol at Concord, on the 
first Wednesday of June, A. D. 1912, at 11 o’clock in the forenoon, in accord- 
ance with an act of the General Court passed at the Session of 1911 of said 
Court and approved April 15, 1911. 

ARTICLE 4. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for the permanent im- 
provement of highways, under the law pussed at the January session of the 
General Court, 1905. 

ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for repairing highways, bridges and sidewalks in addition to 
that required by law. 

ARTICLE 6. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay on its indebtedness. 

ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray town expenses. 

ARTICLE 8. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to pay each fireman, legally returned 1912, in addition to 
that required by law. 

ARTICLE 9. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote tu raise 
and appropriate to pay James R. Newell Post G. A. R. to defray the ex- 
penses of Memorial Day, 1912. 

ARTICLE 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for laying Sewers on North Main Street. 

ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for concrete sidewalks. 

ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
aa appropriate for the Town Public Library in addition to that required by 

aw. 

ARTICLE 18. To hear the report of any special committee or agents 
of the town in regard to the extension of its water mains, and what action 
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the town will take relative to carrying into practical effect any vote passed, 
by the raising and appropriating moneys, by bond or otherwise. 

ARTICLE 14. Toseeif the town will vote to extend its water works 
line to a point opposite land of D. A. Hall near Tuftonboro with not less 
than a four inch pipe, raise money by bonds or otherwise and appropriate for 
the same. 


ARTICLE 15. Tosee what action the town will take in the matter of 
furnishing aid and assistance to the Huggins Hospital of Wolfeboro, and to 
raise and appropriate money or pass any other vote relating to granting of 
aid and assistance. 


ARTICLE 16. Tosee if the town will vote to allow a discount of five 
per cent. from the taxes of those who settle on or before the first day of 
August ; a discount of four per cent. from those who settle on or before the 
first day of September ; a discount of three per cent. from those who settle 
on or before the first day of October ; a discount of two per cent. from those 
who settle on or before the first day of November; u discount of one per 
cent. from those who settle on or before the first day of December ; and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


ARTICLE 17. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
‘and appropriate for repairing and improving Sewall Road or to straighten 
and widen the same, or both. 

ARTICLE 18. Toseeif the town will require the proprietors of the 
Bostun & Maine Railroad to secure the crossing of the highway leading from 
Wolfeboro Center to Wolfeboro by gates on both sides of said railroad. 


ARTICLE 19. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient to build a three foot concrete walk from the C. K. 
Fox Shoe Factory to the Railroad Station at Wolfeboro Falls. 


ARTICLE 20. Tosee if the town will vote to recind or annul the vote 
passed at the annual meeting, March 14, 1911, relative to extending the 
water mains, of its water system to the residence of D. A. Hall, and all 
action relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business that may legally come ! 
before said meeting.

4 WOLFEBORO TOWN REPORT 


Record of Town Meeting, March 14 and 18, 1911. 


Under Article 2 it was voted to leave the appointment of all 
other necessary Town Officers to the Selectmen. 

Under Article 3 it was voted to pass over this article, which 
covered State aid for the highways. 

Under Article 4 it was voted to raise $1,000.00 for repairing 
highways and bridges and sidewalks in addition to that required 
by law. 

Under Article 5 it was voted to raise the sum of $4,500.00 for 
Town expenses. 

Under Article 6 it was voted to raise the sum of $3,000.00 to 
pay on the Town indebtedness. 

Under Article 7 it was voted to pay each fireman $17,00 in 
addition to that required by law. 

Under Article 8 it was voted to raise the sum of $75.00 for J. 
R. Newell Post G. A. R. for Memorial Day. 

Under Article 9 it was voted to raise the sum of $1,000.00 
towards building the Trunk Line, State Highway. 

Under Article 10 it was voted to raise the sum of $50.00 for 
the sidewalk on Center Street, Wolfeboro Falls. 

Under Article 11 it was voted to raise the sum of $300.00 for 
concrete sidewalks. 

Under Article 13 it was voted to raise the sum of $200.00 for 
the Town Public Library, in addition to that required by law. 

Under Article 14 it was voted to raise the sum of $100.00 to 
repair hills on Wolfeboro Neck under the supervision of the 
Selectmen. 

Under Article 15 it was voted to extend the water works to a 
point opposite the land of D. A. Hall near Tuftonboro line. 
Voted that the sum of money necessary to carry into effect the 
vote to extend the water works line to a point opposite D. A. 
Hall’s house with not less than a 6-inch pipe, be raised by issuing 
water bonds of the Town and that the Selectnien be empowered 
to appoint a ‘committee to act in conjunction with the Water 
Superintendent to carry this vote into effect. 

Under Article 16 it was voted to raise the sum of $500.00 to 
aid the Huggins Hospital. 
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Under Article 17 it was voted to raise the sum of $1,200.00 
to allow the discount on the taxes. 

Under Article 19 it was voted to raise the sum of $1,000.00 
for the purpose of grading street and widening oa sidewalk on 
Railroad Ave. 

Under Article 20 it was voted to raise the sum of $150.00 to 
build a wharf at Mast Landing.

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Report of the Librarian. 


To THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE WOLFEBORO TOWN 
LIBRARY. 


GENTLEMEN:— 

The sixth annual report of the librarian is herewith presented. 

In reporting the work of a library there is much that cannot 
be expressed in figures or words. We speak in a technical way 
of the number of books accessioned during the year, and with 
pleasure of an increase in circulation; but more important than 
these are the atmosphere of the place and the influence which 
the library exerts upon a community. 

During the past year 135 volumes have been accessioned in 
the Town book. The gifts to the Brewster and Town libraries 
have numbered 58 volumes. 

The Trustees are specially fortunate in their purchase of the 
Photographic History of the Civil War. One cannot remain in 
the library long without realizing the popularity of this work. 

Below is given a record of the library circulation for five 
years. These could not be made consecutive as there is no com- 
plete record for the years 1907 and 1908.
